BUYOUT BETWEEN two 

Pittsburgh newspapers in 

a joint operating agree- 

(JOA) came one 

step closer to approval by the U.S. 
Justice Department last week when 
E.W. Scripps, owner of the Pitts- 
burgh Press Co.; arrived at an agree- 
ment with striking Teamsters. 

The Pittsburgh deal shocked 
media watchdogs, who said that 
Scripps manipulated Teamster/man- 
agement conflict to make a buyout 
easier. If approved, the deal could 
give a green light for a similar buyout 
between the San Francisco Examiner 
and the Chronicle, according to 
Robert Picard, media professor at 
California State Fullerton and editor 
of Journal of Media Economics. 

An unofficial Examiner/Chroni- 
cle buyout plan is rumored to be 
before officials at the Justice Depart- 
ment already. A formal application 
for modifying an existing JOA 
agreement does not have to be filed 
until 30 days after the modification is 
proposed, according to Washington, 
D.C.-based lawyer Hank Banta. 

The question, said Banta, “is 
whether Justice is going to allow this 
agreement without allowing other 
parties the chance to buy the paper.” 
In many cases, JOA papers disguise 
a buyout agreement by quietly shop- 
ping the “failing” paper with a bro- 
ker before the JOA closure is 
announced. 

A source familiar with this pro- 
cess told the Bay Guardian that a 
“book,” or marketing brochure, has 
been put out by the Chronicle. This 
move would indicate that Chronicle 
owners had hired an investment 
banker to peddle the paper, accord- 
ing to Banta. But no sale has yet 
been announced. 

“[The Chronicle] is doing exactly 
what you would expect if something 
was about to break,” said Banta. 

Meanwhile, at the annual Society 
of Professional Journalists (SPJ) 
meeting in Baltimore, Bruce Brug- 
mann, editor and publisher of the 
Bay Guardian, representing the 
Northem California chapter of SPJ, 
introduced a resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, calling for the 
U.S. Senate and House judiciary 
committees to hold public hearings 
on the First Amendment and com- 
munity impacts of joint operating 
agreements during the 21 years of 
the Newspaper Preservation Act. 

To help pin down the rumors that 
Chronicle and Examiner attorneys 
are seeking some kind of green light 
from the Justice Department, the 
Bay Guardian has filed, under the 
Freedom of Information Act, public- 
records requests for a complete log 
of phone calls, memos, and letters 
between Examiner/Chronicle legal 

ives and Antitrust Divi- 
sion staff at the Justice Department. 
Justice Department public relations 
officer Gina Talamona told the Bay 
Guardian the request was being pro- 
cessed by Antitrust operations man- 
ager Connie Robinson.

Park Merced 
tenants protest 
rent hike 


ISCUSSIONS HAVE Stalled 

between elderly Park 

Merced tenants and own- 

ers of the huge apartment 
complex over who should pay to 
replace windows that were declared 
a fire hazard. 

Helmsley-Spear Corp., owned 
by jailed real estate queen Leona 
Helmsley, had been ordered to 
install new windows because the 
originals didn’t open wide enough 
to allow escape during a fire. But the 
New York-based firm angered 
elderly tenants living on fixed 
incomes when it won permission 
from the San Francisco rent board to 
“pass through” to tenants the cost of 
the new windows plus 10 percent 
interest. 

“The results of the discussion are 
practically zilch,” said Susie Gor- 
don, a Park Merced tenant. 

Tenants have appealed the rul- 
ing, which the rent board is sched- 
uled to reconsider Dec. 1. But Gor- 
don said the tenants are hoping to 
get the matter continued to January 
in order to get more tenants orga- 
nized to oppose the pass-through 
costs. 

Even as tenants filed their appeal 
against pass-throughs in only one of 
the many towering apartment blocks 
near Lake Merced, Gordon said 
Helmsley-Spear has applied for 
pass-through costs in 10 additional 
blocks. 

“It’s David and Goliath,” she 
said. 

Gordon said Helmsley-Spear 
lawyers offered last week to reduce 
interest costs from 10 percent to 5 
percent. With the 10 percent interest 
charge, the new windows would 
increase rents by $21.41 to $48.35 a 
month per apartment for the next 10 
years. 

Gordon said Helmsley-Spear is 
seeking the pass-throughs only on 





units that have been inhabited for a 
number of years, usually by elderly 
people. Newer tenants are not being 
charged because rents on those units 
are higher. 

“The people who have lived 
here for a number of years, who 
are mostly elderly and on fixed 
incomes, have had the annual rent 
increases allowed by law, but they 
are paying relatively modest rents,” 
Gordon said. “The tenants who have 
recently moved in are paying market 
rate.” 

Rents on identical two-bedroom 
apartments might range from $800 
to $1,000 a month, she said, depend- 
ing on when a tenant moved in. 

Helmsley-Spear is going after 
“people who are not paying what 
Park Merced considers market rate,” 
Gordon added. “That penalizes old- 
er people whose income is not going 
to grow.”

Hearing set on 
electromagnetic 
cancer risk 


N THE NEAR future, if “cause 
and effect” evidence shows 
that high-voltage power lines 
cause certain types of cancer, 
government would probably pass 
legislation to protect private utili- 
ties like Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. and Southern California Edison 
from going bankrupt as a result of 
lawsuits, according to a source at 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission. Previous studies have 
pointed only to the possibility of a 
connection between high-voltage 
power lines and cases of cancer. 
George Hersch, advisory com- 
pliance officer for the California 
Public Utilities Commission 
(CPUC), points to a scientific study 
published this year in Sweden. The 
study, which demonstrated a statis- 
tical relationship between “elevat- 


ed risks” of leukemia and high- 
voltage power lines, has stirred up a 
great deal of public concern. The 
study gives support to researchers’ 
decade-long fears that electromag- 
netic fields may be a health hazard. 

“Electromagnetic fields can thus 
be a contributing factor in the 
occurrence of cancer,” Dr. Birgitta 
Floderus of Sweden’s National 
Institute of Occupational Health 
wrote in a summary report of the 
study. According to the summary, 
Floderus said the electromagnetic 
fields are probably not responsible 
for the initial occurrence of cancer, 
but that these fields may “stimulate 
the development of tumors or 
leukemia.” 

Hersch told the Bay Guardian 
that the Swedish study is the first to 
show a statistical relation between 
occurrences of cancer and high- 
voltage power lines. But, he 
warmed, it is not the smoking gun 
that shows a direct cause-and-effect 
link. 

If that kind of scientific evi- 
dence did exist, said Hersch, “there 
would be so many lawsuits in the 
courts that the utilities would go 
bust.” Such evidence is not expect- 
ed to emerge from current or pro- 
posed research for another five or 

10 years, said Hersch. 

Nevertheless, the CPUC is tak- 
ing steps to respond to current 
information. On Dec. 7, the CPUC 
will hold evidentiary hearings to 
discuss research, public education, 
and state policy about new EMF 
studies. 

Meanwhile, City Attorney Tom 
Berliner told the Bay Guardian that 
he would postpone negotiations on 
the city’s contract with PG&E until 
after the Board of Supervisors 
Finance Committee hearings on the 
subject, now scheduled for Jan. 13. 

Also, in response to Supervisor 
Carole Migden’s request to investi- 
gate power-market alternatives, 
Hetch Hetchy officials are sched- 
uled this week to visit the Northern 

California Power Agency, a group 
of public-power entities that offers 
power cheaper than PG&E’s.

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Gonzalez blames 
election ‘hang- 
over’ on Kopp 


6 HANGOVER FROM the 
Board of Supervisors 
election” is how 

upervisor Jim Gon- 
zalez describes a recent opinion by 
state Attomey General Dan Lun- 
gren declaring San Francisco’s 
sanctuary ordinance invalid. 

State Sen. Quentin Kopp (I-SF) 
requested the opinion in early June. 
Gonzalez claims Kopp wanted the 
opinion to help defeat Gonzalez in 
his campaign for re-election. But 
the opinion wasn’t released until 
Nov. 18, two weeks after the elec- 
tion. 

Kopp, who says he requested the 
opinion because he opposes the 
sanctuary ordinance, forcefully de- 
nied Gonzalez’s allegation. “I 
didn’t say [to Lungren], ‘Please get 
me the opinion before the election,’ ” 
Kopp said Monday. “It’s untrue. 
It’s absurd.” 

Gonzalez, the author of the sanc- 
tuary ordinance, said that even 
though he will leave the board in 
January, he does not think the new 
Board of Supervisors will overturn 
or substantially revise the ordinance 
— although it may undergo some 
fine-tuning. 

The ordinance prohibits San 
Francisco police or sheriff's 


deputies from being paid to help the 


U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service (INS) round up illegal 
immigrants. It was passed in 1989 
in response to a raid on the Club 
Elegante in which federal agents 
and San Francisco police rounded 
up 28 illegal immigrants. 

If illegal immigrants wind up 
convicted of crimes in San Francis- 
co, they are still turned over to fed- 
eral immigration authorities, But 
the ordinance prevents police from 
inquiring about citizenship status 
during investigations or pretrial 


Gonzalez said that if the INS 
wants the aid of city police to find 
illegal immigrants, San Francisco 
should also offer its help to the IRS 
in tracking down tax cheats. “We 
should go down to the Opera House 
and arrest everyone wearing a tuxe- 
do on charges of possible tax eva- 
sion,” he said, 

Lungren’s opinion has been crit- 
icized by many city officials, and 
other supervisors agree with Gon- 
zalez that the sanctuary ordinance is 
not likely to be overturned. 

Neutral mutterings are emanat- 
ing from Mayor Frank Jordan’s 
office, even though, as late as 
August, the mayor was pushing for 
a proposition on the November bal- 
lot to overturn the ordinance. 

“At this point, we are satisfied 
with the ordinance,” said Bob 
Forsyth, Jordan’s press secretary. 


Forsyth cautioned, however, that 
the mayor might seek to overtum 
the ordinance if the city loses any 
money because of it. 

Currently, at Kopp’s urging, the 
state Office of Criminal Justice 
Planning is threatening to withhold 
$1.2 million in federal funds for 
crime prevention programs. 

“If, when all is said and done, we 
are looking at a major, major loss of 
funding,” Forsyth said, “we may 
take a look [at trying to overturn the 
ordinance].” 

The state agency has threatened 
to withhold funds because San 
Francisco is not inquiring about the 
citizenship status of all people 
arrested. However, the agency is 
administering federal funds that 
come only with the stipulation that 
the city report illegal immigrants 
convicted of crimes. 

Although Los Angeles and Oak- 
land have similar sanctuary ordi- 
nances, Gonzalez said San Francis- 
co has been targeted because of 
Kopp’s interference. 

Robert Rubin, a spokesperson 
for the San Francisco Lawyers 
Committee for Urban Affairs, said 
Lungren’s opinion is directed at 
“generic sanctuary ordinances” and 
could conceivably be used against 
other cities.

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Conflicts and interests

ARK BUELL, A real estate developer and 
general friend of big downtown business, 
was resoundingly rejected by the voters 
when he ran for the Board of Supervisors 
several years ago. He faced his second major political 
rejection last week, when the board’s Administration 
and Oversight Committee refused to approve his 
appointment to the Redevelopment Commission. 

It was a historic event: Supervisor Harry Britt, not 
one to duck controversy, said he had never before voted 
against a mayoral redevelopment appointee in his 14 
years on the board. “I normally consider this sort of 
thing the mayor’s prerogative,” he explained. 

Buell had plenty of detractors. A long line of environ- 
mental activists showed up to testify against him. But the 
reason for the 2-1 vote (with Terence Hallinan siding 
with Britt and Bill Maher dissenting) wasn’t terribly per- 
sonal or even overtly political. Buell lost on what looked 
to many of us like firm legal grounds: The guy had so 
many conflicts of interest it was hard to imagine him vot- 
ing on any important Redevelopment Agency business. 

Buell works for a company that has extensive real 
estate interests in San Francisco, including some in and 
around redevelopment project areas. By law, he would 
have been forced to disqualify himself from any votes 
that directly affected his employer’s financial interest — 
and that might have been the case on so many issues that 
it would be pointless to have him on the commission. 

And now, in this impressive climate of concern over 
glaring conflicts of interest, let’s consider the case of the 
newly elected Supervisor Barbara Kaufman. 


BAD MISTAKE 


Kaufman campaigned as a “consumer advocate” who 
gained a certain degree of fame (and a lot of name recog- 
nition) running the KCBS radio program Call for Action. 

In my mind, that doesn’t make her a consumer advo- 
cate; it makes her the host of a radio show. She’s more 
like Larry King than Ralph Nader. But that’s not the 
issue here, and there’s not much point in pursuing it any- 
more. I promise I’ll give it up one of these days. 

In the meantime, an issue that didn’t get much atten- 
tion at all during the campaign was Kaufman’s direct 
interest in great gobs of local real estate and a local prop- 
erty-management firm. 

Kaufman’s husband, Ron Kaufman, is a fairly big- 
time local developer. The businesses he founded and 
runs (Ron Kaufman Management and the Ron Kaufman 
Companies are the mainstays; I might have missed a few 
subsidiaries) own or operate millions of dollars’ worth 
of commercial buildings in San Francisco. Much of his 
work has involved rehabilitating and renovating older 
warehouse-type property, but he has a permit under 
Proposition M for a new high-rise office building. 

Barbara Kaufman told me this week that “everything 
we own is community property.” That includes residen- 
tial rental property, too: The couple rents out several 
apartments in a building they own and occupy. 

(She also thanked me for “keeping her name out of 
the paper” during much of the fall campaign. In other 
words, I only trashed her once. Sorry; bad mistake. It 
won’t happen again.) 





Deputy City Attorney Ted Lakey, who advises the 
Board of Supervisors, said he hadn’t spoken to Kaufman 
and wouldn’t comment on any possible conflicts until he 
had done so. Kaufman said she was so busy she hadn’t had 
time to ask for an opinion from the City Attomey’s Office. 

But the section of the Political Reform Act governing 
conflicts of interest isn’t all that complicated. It states 
that any local official who has an investment worth more 
than $1,000 (or an investment or business that pays more 
than $250 in income over a 12-month period) can’t vote 
on anything that would have a “material” effect on that 
investment or source of income. 

Here’s what the law says to this non-lawyer: Barbara 
Kaufman is going to have to excuse herself from a lot of 
the most important business of the San Francisco Board 


of Supervisors. 


DEFAULT DEFEAT 


Randy Shaw, the director of the Tenderloin Housing 
Clinic, is a lawyer, and he’s a lot more circumspect than 
Iam. He also has a lot more faith in some of our elected 
officials. But he raised a lot of important questions about 
Kaufman in a Nov. 17 hand-delivered letter to the new 
board president, Angela Alioto. 

Alioto will be making assignments to board commit- 
tees; tenant advocates like Shaw are concerned that 
Kaufman could wind up on a committee like Economic 
and Social Policy — where she might be unable to vote 
on much of anything. 

That’s an important issue: When a supervisor “con- 
flicts out” of an issue, the required majority doesn’t 
change. You normally need six votes out of 11 to passa 
rent-control bill; if one supervisor is ineligible to vote, 
you still need six — out of the remaining 10. The recusal 
counts as a vote against the bill. 

On a three-person committee, one conflict added to a 
dispute between the two remaining members can para- 
lyze a piece of legislation, sending it to defeat by default. 
It’s not a good way to run a city. 

“Everything that I have heard about Ms. Kaufman 
indicates that she is a person of the highest integrity, 
who would not in any way want to give the appearance 
of using her office to advance her family’s real estate 
interests,” Shaw wrote. However, he continued, “should 
you be inclined to appoint Ms. Kaufman to a committee 
involving land-use issues, it would be helpful if the city 
attorney had been consulted on the following issues: 

“May Supervisor Kaufman participate in and vote on 
issues regarding residential rent control? May [she] ... par- 
ticipate in placing on the ballot any modification of Propo- 
sition M which may alter the annual limit on office space? 

“May [she] participate in any zoning matter that may 
affect the supply of commercial office space in San 
Francisco [or] any action regarding business taxes or 
other taxes that may be imposed on her husband’s busi- 
ness [or] her or her husband’s commercial tenants? May 

[she] participate in any actions involving the financing 
of Yerba Buena [since her husband owns property in the 
Redevelopment Project Area]?” 

Excellent questions. But when I asked Alioto about 
the issue last week, she told me she “had never even 
thought about it.” If I were as charitable as Randy Shaw, 
I’d say she must have been so busy she didn’t have a 
chance to read his letter. @ 
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Scapegoating the immigrants 


AST WEEK MARKED another low point in 

the cynical, political use of racism by 

California public officials. The 

‘months-long campaign against the 
city’s sanctuary ordinance by San Francisco’s 
established right wing was joined by the state’s 
Attorney General Dan Lamgren, who issued an 
official opinion that the ordinance was illegal. 

That ruling, which came at the request of 

state Sen. Quentin Kopp (I-SF), consummated a 
sordid alliance between state (Lungren, Gov. 
Pete Wilson) and local (Kopp, former police 
chief Richard Hongisto, Supervisor Bill Maher) 
politicians who have been using immigrants as 
scapegoats for everything from crime to the 
state’s fiscal crisis. 


In August 1989, shortly after the San Francis- 


co Board of Supervisors passed the sanctuary 
ordinance, then-police chief Frank Jordan and 
INS local director David Ichert signed a memo- 
randum of agreement about what it meant. They 
concurred that city officials would neither help 
nor hinder INS agents in detecting and arresting 
undocumented immigrants. 

Last spring, after Hongisto and Maher fired 
off provocative comments blaming illegal 
immigrants for jail overcrowding and the drug 
problem, the supervisors clarified the sanctuary 
policy, acknowledging the city’s obligation 
under state and federal law to report convicted 
felons and people guilty of certain drug-related 
offenses. 

The sanctuary ordinance allows city resi- 
dents to have normal, necessary contact with 
public institutions without putting themselves at 
constant risk: to seek health care, marriage 
licenses, and drug treatment; register children 
for school; even report crimes. The ability of 
every resident to connect to these public institu- 
tions is clearly in the interests of the city as a 
whole. 

Lungren’s eight-page opinion was unable to 
cite any actual problems that had been caused by 
the sanctuary ordinance, although it acknow1- 


edged that the only valid grounds for finding it 
illegal would be that it “significantly impaired” 
the INS’ s ability to do its job. In the absence of 
any evidence, the opinion argues that the sanctu- 
ary ordinance interferes with the INS by “giving 
the impression that illegal aliens may obtain 
refuge” in the city. 

With INS agents operating freely all over San 
Francisco, it’s hard to see liow any but the most 
optimistic immigrant could have the impression 
the city was a tefuge. But alleging the existence 
of that “impression” was the most damning 
thing Lungren could say. 

Why, in the last year, has the sanctuary ordi- 
nance again become a political hot potato? Out- 
going Supervisor Jim Gonzalez thinks attacks 
on the ordinance were aimed at ousting him (see 
On Guard, Page 10). And surely he was hit by a 
number of the anti-sanctuary volleys. 

Robert Rubin, a lawyer with the immigrant- 
rights division of the San Francisco Lawyers’ 
Committee for Urban Affairs, points to a larger 
and ultimately much more harmful political 
motivation for such attacks: “When we are con- 
fronted with serious social problems like drugs 
and crime, the easy thing for politicians to do is 
point the finger at somebody, particularly a vul- 
nerable class of person, and say ‘that’s the prob- 
lem.’ It’s attacking a group of people rather than 
attacking the problem.” 

Such attacks from political leaders justify 
and nurture a climate of suspicion and hate that 
has increasingly, over the past few years, taken 
violent form. The hate violence is surely more 
destructive than any problems that could con- 
ceivably be caused by the sanctuary ordinance 
‘— or by residents who lack the proper docu- 
ments. 

For Maher and the rest, it is easier to blame 
the city’s problems on those who can’t fight 
back than it is to make the politically tough but 
socially critical decisions. 

Lungren’s decision must be exposed for what 
itis — a political smoke screen. 


Democracy to go 


UPERVISOR HARRY Britt has been full of 

good ideas since he took over for the 

slain Harvey Milk 14 years ago, and he 

just came up with another winner. In an 
interview with Bay Guardian political editor 
Tim Redmond (see “True Britt,” Page 17), the 
retiring supervisor suggested a series of easy, 
basic steps that could put San Francisco in the 
forefront of voter registration and tumout efforts 
nationwide. 

The basic concept is remarkably simple: 
Under California law, the San Francisco registrar 
of voters can allow people to cast ballots weeks 
before the scheduled Election Day — and not 

just through absentee “vote by mail” 

It’ s one of the great little secrets of local poli- 
tics — anyone in San Francisco can vote any- 
time starting about four weeks before Election 
Day, just by showing up at City Hall and signing 
in with the Registrar’s Office. There’s even a 
bank of voting machines lined up against the 
office wall. 

So why limit the practice to City Hall? Why 
not take it to the neighborhoods — and publicize 
it all over town? 

Britt suggests a Saturday-Sunday voter mobi- 
lization, targeting busy commercial districts on 
the four weekends in October. A “vote mobile,” 
staffed by deputy registrars, could set up shop in. 
each of 10 or 12 neighborhoods, giving local 
activists of every party and political affiliation 
enough advance notice to go door-to-door (or 
bar-to-bar, as the case may be) and round up loy- 
alists to vote. 


The concept is already perfectly legal under 
state and local law. It would require nothing but 
a bit of political will and a bit of extra money. 

Ona broader level, the Registrar’s Office 
could be doing far more to increase local 
tumout. State law places some limits on voter 
registration. Until the state Legislature and the 
governor agree to let votets register on Election 
Day, or at the time they apply for or renew their 
driver’s licenses, cities and counties will operate 
under severe restrictions. 

But there are plenty of creative options left. 
When’s the last time a deputy registrar visited 
the local high schools? When has the Registrar’s 
Office (as opposed to local party volunteers or 
paid party solicitors) sent people out to sign up 
new voters? Where are the billboards, the news- 
paper ads, the public service announcements on 
local TV and radio? 

Where is anything resembling a serious effort 
on the part of the Registrar’s Office to do what 
the job calls for: register voters? 

We don’t place all (or even most) of the 
blame on Registrar Germaine Wong. She oper- 
ates under strict budget constraints, and for years 
the board and the mayor have done little to 
change that. But we’re with Britt: A little policy 
direction from the mayor and the Chief Admin- 
istrative Officer — and a little money from the 

isors — could make San Francisco a 
model for the United States. 

So much of local government these days is 
difficult and expensive. This idea is easy and 
cheap. What the hell are we waiting for?

WAS PLEASED TO SEE the Chronicle end 

its four-part “Undercover Student” 

series Nov. 19 with an article about how 

students and teachers felt when they 
learned the reporter, Shann Nix, had 
deceived them, But the Page One article 
skimmed the surface of some deep ethical 
waters. 

Having reread the series, I believe that had 
I been Nix’s editor, I would have vetoed her 
undercover operation. 

Nix posed as a George Washington High 
School senior for one month. She told teach- 
ers, counselors, and students she was a trans- 
fer student. In short, she lied to get her story. 

Everybody lies, and journalists, in particu- 
lar, are no strangers to deceit. But there’s a 
large body of professional thought about 
undercover investigations. The most widely 
accepted standard for judging the ethics of 
undercover work combines two criteria: (1) Is 
the story important enough? and (2) Is there 
no other way to get it? 

Not everyone agrees with this standard. 
Some journalists point out that undercover 
work dramatizes a story and increases reader- 
ship. (Indeed, Nix’s articles extensively 
described the drama of being undercover.) 
Other journalists argue that nothing justifies 
creating a climate of suspicion. But I like the 
standard. During the Persian Gulf War, I 
applied it when deciding to publish a piece by 
a reporter who posed as an undertaker to gain 
access to the military morgue at Dover Air 
Force Base. I believed that the military 
shouldn’t have been able to sanitize the war, 
and that the Defense Department’s efforts at 
censorship made it impossible to get the story 
any other way. 

Nix’s article may clear the first hurdle. Ben 
Bagdikian, retired dean of the UC Berkeley 
Graduate School of Journalism, told me: “We 
are seeing, on the national level, a discussion 
of extreme changes in the educational system. 
Some of the proposed changes, I believe, are 
based on false stereotypes. What the series 
told us convincingly is that most students are 
resistant to learning, that almost nothing good 
happens in classrooms, and that the problems 
of the school systems, economically and insti- 
tutionally, sound pretty stale.” 


Bagdikian, whose journalistic achieve- 
ments include undercover reporting from 
prison, said the story also met the second part 
of the standard. “Conventional methods would 
be less convincing because students who 
know they are being observed by a reporter 
behave differently,” he said. “Teachers know- 
ing they’re talking to a reporter would be care- 
ful about what they’d say.” He might have 
approved Nix’s project if he had been her edi- 
tor, he said. 

However, Bagdikian’s successor as UC 
Berkeley journalism dean, Tom Goldstein, 
questioned whether the story couldn’t have 
been told without going undercover. “Shann 
Nix is a delightful, perceptive writer,” he said, 
“and I think she could have given equally 
interesting insights without resorting to under- 
cover work — which I think should be used 
sparingly, if at all.” 

Nix spent a month at Washington High. I 
believe a good reporter, given free access and 
that much time, should have been able to 
establish a rapport with students and staff. Per- 
haps it would have taken two months, perhaps 
the reporter would have gotten only 90 percent 
of the story; but would that extra 10 percent be 
worth the price in betrayal and public distrust? 
I don’t think so. 

Our world i is Orwellian enough without 

urnalists running around playing Big Sibling 
ners Publishing the private moments 
of teenagers, without their consent, on the 
front page of the paper for their parents, 
friends, and teachers to read, is not what jour- 
nalism is about. 

“She was writing about kids’ lives,” said 
Tim Redmond, Bay Guardian political editor, 
“and it was not necessary to betray their trust. 
Trust, relationships, confidence, betrayal are 
all important issues for kids.” 

Nix’s editor at the Chronicle’s People sec- 
tion, Iris Frost, should have encouraged her 
reporter to find a way to tell the story without 
duplicity. (By press time, neither Frost nor 
Nix had returned my phone calls.) At the risk 
of sounding like a 1950s comic book, I believe 
joumalism is about the pursuit of truth. Our 
continuing mission should be to find new 
ways to expose the truth — without having to 
lie todo so. @

Some parting thoughts from one of SF’s most reluctant — and most effective — politicians

ACK IN 1982, when Supervisor 

Nancy Walker was running for 

re-election, she came by the Bay 

Guardian office to ask for what 

all of us knew was a fairly cer- 

tain endorsement. But we 
weren’t going to let her off too easy. 

“According to our progressive vote score- 
card,” I snapped at one point, “you only voted 
the right way on 90 percent of the key issues 
over the past two years. What happened on the 
other 10 percent?” 

Walker looked a bit startled. “I’d say 90 
percent is a pretty good score,” she explained. 
I stopped her right there. 

“My records show,” I told her, “that Harry 
Britt voted the progressive line on 100 percent 
of the issues.” Walker smiled. 

- “Of course he did,” she said. “Everybody 
knows Harry’s perfect.” 

Well, no, he isn’t, really, and he never real- 
ly was, and of course, everybody always knew 
it. He’s made some horrible mistakes since he 
became a reluctant politician 14 years ago; 
he’s embarrassed his friends, confused his 
supporters, and taken a lot of bad political 
advice. He spends more time at the race track, 
which he loves, than at long public hearings, 
which he hates. He almost never answers his 
phone, and he shows up late for almost every- 
thing. 
But he’s also one of the most important 
political figures in San Francisco history, a 
genuine community leader who has changed 
the lives of thousands of San Franciscans — 
and for too much of the past 14 years, too 
many of us have taken him for granted. 

At 53, Harry Britt is ready to leave public 
life forever. It frightens me to imagine how 
much we’re going to miss him. 


HEARING THE CALL 

, Harry Britt, the Washington Post once wrote, 

_ “spent the first 30 years of his life trying hard 
to be a success in America.” Born to a work- 
ing-class family in Port Arthur, Texas, he did 
well enough in school to win admission to 

_ Duke, where he was president of his college 

| fraternity. He went on to the divinity school at 

| Southern Methodist University and was 

| ordained a Methodist minister. He got married, 

_ found a job in Chicago, and tried to settle into 

| the life of a Protestant clergyman. 

' But he wound up working in a rough South 

_ Side neighborhood, preaching from a pulpit 

| just a few blocks away from a minister named 
Martin Luther King Jr. And before he knew it, 
he was in the thick of the civil rights struggle. 

By 1971, he realized something was deeply 
wrong with his life, although he wasn’t sure . 
exactly what it was. He and his wife divorced, 
and he moved to San Francisco, where he 

| joined the New Age “human potential move- 
ment.” He quickly figured out that he was gay, 

_ and found a place in another political move- 
ment — one that was rapidly becoming a 
major force in his adopted home town. 
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San Franciscans. 


The shy, soft-spoken Britt took a low-level 
job in the Social Security Administration, then 
moved on to the Post Office. In the fall of 
1978, when Mayor George Moscone and 
Supervisor Harvey Milk were shot and San 
Francisco fell apart, Britt was working as a 
night clerk in the Miyako Hotel. 

He was also the president of the San Fran- 
cisco Gay Democratic Club, soon to be 
renamed after its slain founder, and was one of 
a handful of gay activists in Milk’s inner cit- 
cle. “Harry never wanted to be a politician,” 
said Dick Pabich, a political consultant and 
former Milk aide. “But he had a natural leader- 
ship quality, and we all sort of drafted him to 
tun the Harvey Milk Club.” 

A few weeks after Milk’s death, Britt was 
drafted again — and this time, he almost 
walked away. Milk, in a moment of macabre 
prescience, had decided early in his superviso- 
tial term that he might be assassinated and had 
left a private videotaped will naming the two 
people he would like to see the mayor appoint 
to replace him on the board. One was his les- 
bian City Hall aide, Anne Kronenberg; the oth- 
er was his friend Harry Britt. 

Britt fought hard to persuade the new may- 
or, Dianne Feinstein, to give Kronenberg the 
job. Feinstein refused and offered it to him

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instead. Twice, he turned her down. Then 
Milk’s political allies discovered that Feinstein 
was considering several conservative gay busi- 
nessmen instead, and Britt accepted his fate. 
He took the oath of office in January 1979. 


HARVEY MILK’S VISION 


Supervisor Britt knew almost nothing about 
electoral politics, and he had very little time to 
learn. Milk’s term was up that year, so just 10 
months after he moved into City Hall, Britt 
had to run for re-election. Even his closest 
advisers were afraid that he wouldn’t be able 
to hold on to the District 5 seat. But he learned 
fast, and with the help of his aide, friend, and 
confidant Bill Kraus, and Pabich and a few 
others, Britt emerged at the top of a crowded 
field of challengers. 

In 1980, after the repeal of district elec- 
tions, Britt was forced to run again, citywide, 
and he finished in the top five. In 1984, he fin- 
ished third, behind Quentin Kopp and John 
Molinari; in 1988, he won first place by a land- 
slide. Along the way, he very nearly became 
the first openly gay man elected to Congress: 
Ina special 1987 election to fill the term of the 
late Sala Burton, Britt took on the anointed 
Democratic Party candidate, Nancy Pelosi, 
and lost by 4 percentage points. 


By the time he entered the congressional 
race, Britt had become far more than just what 
UPI called “an admittedly gay supervisor.” He 
was the champion of almost every progressive 
cause in town, the voice of a dozen different 
constituencies and communities. Tenants, 
women, labor, minorities, environmentalists, 
small-business owners, and countless others 
who had problems at City Hall turned to 
Britt’s office for help. And he turned out to be 
surprisingly good at the job. 

“Harvey Milk had a vision of building a 
strong progressive grass-roots coalition,” 
explained former aide Rich Schlackman. 
“Harry Britt was the one who made it happen.” 

Britt sponsored the legislation that estab- 
lished the Office of Citizen Complaints in 
1982 and persuaded the Police Officers Asso- 
ciation not to oppose it. He startled the entire 
city when he got conservative state Sen. 
Quentin Kopp to vote for a vacancy-control 
bill in 1984. He overcame some last-minute 
opposition from conservative black ministers 
to pass a domestic-partners law in 1990. He 
forced Dianne Feinstein to make AIDS a city 
ptiority from the early days of the epidemic 
and laid the groundwork for the programs that 


; made San Francisco’s AIDS service system a 


model for the nation. 
“People take for granted that the gay com- 


| munity has remained a politically progressive 


force,” Pabich said. “People take for granted 
that so many gay people can get elected to 
office in San Francisco. People take Harry for 


* granted, and they forget: It didn’t have to be 


this way.” 


THE NEXT GENERATION 

I caught up with Britt two weeks ago in his 
new office on Valencia Street, where he’s set- 
ting up a Lesbian and Gay Studies program for 
New College of California. As always, he was 
thoughtful, intelligent — and full of surprises. 

Bay Guardian: You’re doing something 
very few politicians have the wisdom to do — 

youre getting out while you’re ahead. Any 
second thoughts? 

Harry Britt: No, I don’t have any ambiva- 
lence about leaving. 

It’s weird to talk about this, but in October 
of 1984, just before I was elected, Bill Kraus 
was diagnosed with AIDS. AIDS, of course, 
has been the dominant reality of my political 
life since long before that, and many wonder- 
ful human beings have died. But dealing with 
Bill was really a blow. He was my buddy, my 
campaign manager, my aide; we never dis- 
agreed about anything. It was just a wonderful 
political relationship. 

I wasn’t as good a supervisor after that. I 
was very clear that I wasn’t going to run in 
1988. 

Then the congressional opening came 
along, which I couldn’t say no to, because the 
possibilities for creating a presence in Wash- 
ington were too important, and that energized 
me a bit. In 1988, I never was thinking about 
running, but at tha* point in time, I got ina

It has been more difficult for the media in the 
fgg. United States to convince the public of the benev-

@a& image of Mexico that they have helped to create 
from the beginning of this century until 1988, 
f° when the current Mexican president was elected 
with the smallest margin in the history of Mexi- 
co. Once in office, Carlos Salinas de Gortari — 
with a master’s degree and doctorate from Har- 
vard — eliminated all restrictions on the arrival of 
big business in Mexico, particularly U.S. big busi- 
ness. 
Because of these economic interests, the U.S. 
press has launched an international public-image 
campaign that favors Salinas and NAFTA. To 
enter the press office of the Mexican presidency is 
to enter a gallery of favorable interviews that 
Salinas has granted to the principal internation- 
al news media. 
In the U.S. press, there has been a significant 
departure from the depiction of Mexico that was 
standard until a few years ago. Mexicans still 
remember from the early ’80s New York Times 
articles by Jack Anderson on former president 
Miguel de la Madrid Hurtado, which portrayed 
Mexico as a land brimming with corruption 
and electoral fraud. They remember the 
broadcasts of congressional hearings on the 
drug trade. Until just before NAFTA, the 
US. media presented a steady stream of edi- 
torials, articles, and television programs 
about the problems with drug trafficking, as if it 
were the only activity in Mexico. This theme was a 
determining factor in the negative relations between 
Mexico and the United States. 
A prime example of this sort of portrayal was the 
case of Enrique Camarena Salazar, the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration agent assassinated in 
Mexico. Soon afterward, newspapers across the 
United States printed a cartoon showing the Mexi- 
can national shield, with its Aztec eagle and ser- 
pent smoking marijuana. This image became the 
subject of a diplomatic conflict between Mexico 
and the United States in 1984 and 85. 
Suddenly, in recent years, the problem of drug

The free-trade agreement 
has already been signed. Can Bill Clinton 
make the changes his supporters want?

NVIRONMENTAL, consumer, 

and labor groups are 

preparing to propose a 

series of alternatives to the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment (NAFTA), in the hope that 
President-elect Bill Clinton’s arrival 
in Washington will open up possi- 
bilities for change. 

In an October campaign speech 
at Chapel Hill, N.C., Clinton said he 
supported NAFTA but added that 
side agreements are needed to pro- 
tect American jobs and the environ- 
ment. 

Mark Ginsberg, Clinton’s Wash- 
ington press aide for foreign policy, 
said in a telephone interview that 
Clinton plans to change NAFTA by 
adding environmental and labor pro- 
visions to the implementing legisla- 
tion Congress must approve before 
NAFTA can take effect. 

However, Clinton’s statements 
on the nature of these provisions and 
parallel negotiations have been 
vague at best. And many opponents 
of the free-trade agreement question 
whether he can have any effect on 
an agreement that has already been 
signed. 

“Clinton is in a box. He’s made 
all these campaign promises. But he 
doesn’t have any leverage, because 
the agreement was already signed 
by Bush in August. The Mexican 
government isn’t going to allow 
additional stipulations — to do so 
would be viewed as an outright 
infringement of their sovereignty,” 
said Don Weiner of the Fair Trade 
Campaign, an intemnational coalition 
of hundreds of Mexican, Canadian, 
and U.S. environmental, consumer, 
and workers organizations who 
oppose NAFTA. 

But other groups who oppose the 
agreement as it now stands say there 
is still hope. 

“Despite the poor press coverage 
that NAFTA has received, people 
across the country seem to know 
about it, and they don’t like it at all,” 
said Lori Wallach, staff attorney for 
Ralph Nader’s Public Citizen. 
“There are some serious problems 
with the agreement, and unless some 
serious changes are made, it’s going 
to be dead in the water. If the Mexi- 
can government wants an agreement 
at all, they’re going to have to nego- 
tiate.” 


Banking on this assumption, 
Public Citizen has prepared a brief- 
ing packet it will distribute to mem- 
bers of Congress this week. The 
briefing materials highlight a long 
list of problems with the agreement 
and recommend substantial changes 
to protect environmental, labor, and

consumer standards in both the 
United States and Mexico. 

Wallach said NAFTA is not only 
devoid of environmental controls on 
U.S. companies working in Mexico, 
but threatens to undermine 
Congress’ ability to set future con- 
sumer and environmental standards. 

The Public Citizen materials cite 
last fall’s GATT panel ruling that 
forced the United States to end its 
embargo on Mexican tuna caught 
with driftnets, which kill tens of 
thousands of dolphins each year. 
The ruling wiped out the result of 
years of campaigning and lobbying 
by U.S. environmental groups — 
because the GATT council found 
the embargo to be an unfair trade 
barrier. Environmentalists fear this 
tuling will eventually threaten the 
ban on driftnets within the United 
States, since the ban makes it harder 
for U.S. fishing boats to compete 
with Mexicans using driftnets. 

To prevent NAFTA from creating 
similar situations, Public Citizen rec- 
ommends establishing minimal envi- 
ronmental, consumer, health, and 
worker-safety standards within the 
agreement, and creating a dispute- 
resolution system to enforce them. 

Public Citizen also calls fora 
“polluter pays” mechanism that 
would generate money for environ- 


mental cleanup by taxing the com- 
panies that create the most pollution. 
By contrast, the Bush administration 
has spent millions in U.S. taxpayers’ 
money on water-treatment plants on 
the U.S.-Mexican border. The U.S. 
decided to build the plants because 
toxic pollution from border factories 
(maquiladoras) was causing serious 
health damage — including the birth 
of dozens of encephalitic babies, 
who suffer inflammation of the 
brain, in Matamoros, Mexico, and 
Brownsville, Texas, in the last two 
years. 

Public Citizen is also calling for 
an increase in public information 
and input in trade negotiations and 
dispute resolution, as well as tight- 
ening of the inspection of U.S. food 
imports. 

Directors of the Fair Trade Cam- 
paign say they too are working ona 
report proposing alternatives to the 
current free-trade agreement. Their 
report, which they hope to release 
within the next month and a half, 
will call, at the least, for built-in 
environmental, worker, and con- 
sumer standards, but will also 
address the question of investment 
capital. 

“Tf the agreement is to benefit 
anyone besides multinational corpo- 
rations, then some fundamental 
changes are needed,” said Nikos 
Vallance, Northwest regional direc- 
tor of the Fair Trade Campaign 
(FTC). He said the flow of trade and 
goods across the U.S. borders has 
already been increasing; the agree- 
ment is designed mainly to open up 
the flow of capital, mainly that of 
American multinational companies 
and banks. Vallance said he is work- 
ing on ways to finance a nonprofit 
development bank that would pro- 
vide loans that would enable people 
in poorer pockets of Mexico, the 
United States, and Canada to control 
and benefit from local development. 

Although the Fair Trade Cam- 
paign is still working on its proposal, 
the coalition’s prognosis for the cur- 
tent agreement is bleak. Some mem- 
bers say Clinton should scrap NAF- 
TA altogether and focus instead on 
an intemal industrial policy that 
would invest in training workers and 
rebuilding infrastructure. 

“Bush’s agreement, like the 
Titanic, can’t be saved,” said Craig 
Merrilees, West Coast director of 
FIC. @ 


The $6 million face-lift 


Is beautifying the Mission 
the best way to spend money?

OMMUNITY LEADERS from 

the Mission District called 

on the San Francisco 

Examiner’s editorial board 
a few weeks ago to complain. They 
were fed up with stories about gang 
violence and crime in the Mission and 
wanted to see some positive coverage 
for a change. 

The Examiner responded Nov. 16 
with a front-page story outlining an 
ambitious plan to beautify 24th Street 
in the Mission with wrought-iron 
arches, palm trees, decorative side- 
walks, and a parking garage. It was, 
the Examiner said, the city’s “most 
spectacular” face-lift outside the 
downtown area in decades. 

But instead of placating Mission 
leaders, the story has sparked a debate 
over the community’s priorities. 

Some residents and business own- 
es are asking who will pay the $6 
million needed to implement the plan. 
And if that kind of money is avail- 
able, they add, why isn’t it being 
spent instead to fight crime and 
improve social services? 

“Revitalization becomes more 
appalling and disgusting when a class 
of privileged Latinos use it as a tool to 
face-lift a community,” said Richard 
Marquez, a member of Latinos 
Unidos Conceming Homelessness 
Action. Beautification, said Marquez, 
“is not going to lead to major job-cre- 
ation for immigrant workers, undocu- 

mented laborers, single mothers with 
children, or gang-related youth — 
[and] that’s the community.” 

News of the plan prompted Mis- 
sion business owner Ron Norlin to 
fire off a letter to Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg: “I found a face-lift rather 
ironic when the people of the Mission 
are being murdered in the streets and 
police protection is at an all-time 
low,” Norlin wrote. “What is wrong 
with this picture?” 

Examiner writer Gerald Adams 
described the beautification plan as a 
“pet project” of Supervisor Jim Gon- 
zalez and part of a master plan for the 
Mission sponsored by the Mission 
Economic Development Association 
(MEDA). 

: There’s no money behind the plan 
» just yet, although backers are hoping 

| for federal redevelopment grants to 
pay for most of it. Ricardo Noguera, 

© program manager for MEDA, said 
the beautification plan is part of a 

* “wish list” of projects, some of which 
~ are currently not feasible. 

The plan covers 24th Street from 
Mission Street to Potrero Avenue. In 
addition to a $3.8 million parking 
garage, it calls for constructing elabo- 
tate archways at both Mission and. 

» Potrero (at a cost of $350,000), 
replacing ficus trees with royal palms 


($640,000), widening sidewalks 


($240,000), and sprucing up the 
BART plaza ($635,000). 
ig The projects are intended to 
improve the commercial atmosphere 
- of the area, where Noguera said some 


shop and restaurant owners have 
recently seen a decline in business of 
as much as 70 percent because of 
crime. 

A low-income community joined 
by a flood of immigrants from war- 
torn Latin American countries, the 
Mission District is seeing much of its 
social fabric straining. Many Latino 
immigrant teenagers are ending up 
homeless, and some are taking refuge 
in gangs. 

With little hope of seeing more 
police officers assigned to the area, 
Norlin and a coalition of Mission 
business owners and residents are 
threatening to withhold city property 
taxes and hire private police patrols to 
maintain a constant presence in areas 
with high levels of gang activity. 

Until the crime problem is serious- 
ly addressed, Norlin said, money for 
Mission beautification “is just money 
being thrown away.” 

But Anne Cervantes, co-chair of 
the group of architects that drafted the 
beautification plan, said money for 
most of the projects would come 
from federal grants set aside specifi- 
cally for urban neighborhood rede- 
velopment. 

“This is just one part of holding 
that community together,” Cervantes 
said. “It takes a lot more work. The 
problems in the Mission are very 
complex.” 

Supervisor Gonzalez told the Bay 
Guardian that San Francisco’s Rede- 
velopment Agency has been spreading 
money around to other neighborhoods 
in the city — $3 million to Chinatown, 
$1 million to the Western Addition — 
and that “the Mission is the only one 
that has had to fight for it.” 

The beautification plan, he said, 
“js a vision of what we could do if we 
had $6 million. This is an economic 
job-creation plan, [because] it will 
bring more business to the area.” 

MEDA’s Noguera said the Exam- 
iner story on the beautification plan 
created a sensation that was unneces- 
sary because 80 percent of the pro- 
jects listed in the plan are not feasible. 
The story, he said, hyped what was 
merely a “wish list.” 

“It’s not the time and place for that 
plan, and that article should not have 
come out,” Noguera said, conceding 
that “people who are suffering in the 
Mission are now asking where are 
MEDA’s priorities.” 

But Adams at the Examiner, who 
writes about urban planning and devel- 
opment, rejected Noguera’s claim that 
the beautification plan is nothing more 
than a wish list. It was presented as a 
serious proposal, Adams said, and he 
suggested that Noguera and other 
backers of the plan may be feeling a 
backlash from the community asa 
result of his news story. 

Adams said his story was a 
straightforward report on urban devel- 
opment that tried to say something 
positive about the Mission District. 
“I’m not that familiar with the politics 
that go on in that area,” he said. “I 
don’t get involved in politics.” ®

ONG KNOWN FOR A tasty 

cornmeal crust and imagi- 

native pizza toppings, 

Vicolo Pizzeria is still 
popular among performance-goers 
as well as locals in search of 
upscale pizza. Unlike many other 
spots around the Civic Center, 
Vicolo doesn’t completely clear out 
just before curtain call — the night 
we were there the customers came 
in waves. 

As we stood craning our necks, 
trying to make sense of the large 
menu looming overhead, I won- 
dered if this was some sort of private 
club rather than a restaurant open to 
the public. The lack of clear signage 
as to what procedure is necessary for 
being seated and getting food made 
me a little uncomfortable. 

But at last we made our choices 
from the regular pies and the two 
specials, ordered our wine and sal- 
ads, and searched for a table, hands 
full of trays, silverware, wine, and 


Six different pizzas — sold by 
the slice, the half, or the whole pie 
— one calzone, and a couple of sal- 

— ads are available every day. High- 
quality ingredients in sensible yet 
tempting combinations are a wel- 
come standard, but you might need 
a small loan in order to buy an 
entire pizza. The small but decent 
wine list, however, offers bottles 
for around $15. 

Slices range from $3 to $3.25, 
and whole pies are $16 to $20 each. 
Calzones average $9 and are 
enough for two to share. Our cal- 
zone, filled with sweet corn, roast- 
ed tomatoes, red onion, smoked and 
natural mozzarella, and cilantro, 
was sublime. Each ingredient was 
perfectly cooked, and the combina- 
tion was intelligent and delicious. 





Janet Hazen, a hotel/restaurant school 
graduate and formerly a chef at Greens 
restaurant, is a freelance writer, cooking 
instructor, and author of Glories a7 the 
Vegetarian Table; The Sophisticated 
Sandwich; New Game Cuisine; Rolled, 
Wrapped, and Stuffed: International 
Appetizers; and Hot, Hotter, Hottest. 


Also wonderful was the spinach 
pizza made with sautéed spinach, 
three cheeses, and fresh tomatoes. 
Quattro formaggi, composed of 
mozzarella, fontina, provolone, and 
Parmesan cheeses, might be more 
interesting with Gorgonzola — a 
classic Italian blue often paired 
with three cheeses to make a popu- 
lar four-cheese sauce for pasta and 
gnocchi. The pancetta slice was 
simple but robust, and the tapenade, 
made with an almost-smooth olive 
paste, was very tasty. 

A colorful mixture of jicama, 
black beans, red bell pepper and 
com served on a bed of red leaf let- 
tuce leaves tossed with an oily 
dressing could have been improved 
with a splash of vinegar or lime 
juice, but was still a fine salad — a 
nice change from simple mixed 
greens. 


THIN, RICH, AND ‘ECCENTRIC’ 
Located on the very edge of the 
Mission District, Pauline’s was 
one of the first upscale pizza restau- 
rants. Since its inception, it has 
expanded with an upstairs dining 
room that is open on Friday 
evenings. There’s also a new room 
available for private parties. The 
downstairs dining room is filled 
with cloth-covered tables, and, of 
course, table service is available as 
well as takeout. 

Unlike the more substantial 
cornmeal crust used at Vicolo, 
Pauline’s serves a more traditional, 
East Coast-style crust — thin, 
light, crisp, and tasty. Four standard 
pizzas are offered nightly along 
with one or two specials. There is 
also a large selection of individual 
toppings that begin at $1.75 per 
item if added to a small pie, and 
“extra special, eccentric toppings” 
that run $2 per item. Two salads, 
desserts, a wine list, and several 
fine beers add to the dining pleasure 
at Pauline’s. 

Spinach salad tossed with 
cilantro and beets ($5.35) was fresh 
and pleasant, as was the standard 
salad of mixed baby greens tossed 
with a good olive oil, vinegar, and 
served with two savory bread sticks. 





Pesto pizza ($10.25) is best for 
those who enjoy simple, more one- 
dimensional pies. Spread with a 
fine basil pesto and garnished with 
pine nuts, this pie was a bit bland 
for my taste. The double-smoked 
ham, roasted red pepper, and 
cilantro special ($11.75) was 
superb — balanced, flavorful, and 
filled with robust flavors. We also 
liked a more traditional pizza, 
designed at our table, which con- 
sisted of Italian salami, black 
olives, mushrooms, and just a bit of 
cheese ($14.75). If you lust for pies 
laden with gooey, melted cheese, 
you may have to design one your- 
‘self. We tried to get a cheesy pizza 
by selecting three of the “eccentric 
toppings” — French feta cheese, 
sun-dried tomatoes, and Danish 
fontina ($15.50). The pie was deli- 
cious and satisfying, but wasn’t 
creamy with cheese as we had 
hoped — furthermore, it was rather 
pricey! All prices aforementioned 
are for small pies (eight slices), 
ample for two to share with a salad 
or dessert. 

So here you have it — two com- 
pletely different venues for dining 

~on interesting, healthful, well-pre- 
pared pizza. Vicolo, sequestered on 
a small alley behind Hayes Street 


Grill (with whom it shares a walk- _ 


in), has an air of downtown with its 
bustling ambience and hip clien- 
tele. Pauline’s, situated in a more 
funky part of town, seems to draw a 
more-mixed crowd with plenty of 
families and kids. 

At one time, the ingredients 
these pizzerias use were considered 
exotic and strange, but as our tastes 
change and our needs expand, Bay 
Area diners demand more and can 
enjoy a wider range of foods. @

eno Camacho was shy. “Will 
(Gt talk to me?” he wondered 

when he saw STOP AIDS vol- 
unteers one night last year. They were 
talking with people in the dance club 
about AIDS and safe sex, and inviting 
them to STOP AIDS meetings. Before 
he knew it, Geno had signed up. 

Geno didn’t say much at his first 

STOP AIDS meeting. “I felt shy talk- 
ing about sex,” he says. But he liked 


the diversity of the group, and felt re- 
assured listening to how other gay 
men were handling the epidemic. 
Equally important, Geno found a 

way to become more involved in the 
community at his meeting. When the 
facilitator asked everyone to take 
action to help end the epidemic, 
Geno volunteered for STOP AIDS. 

_ At first, he was still shy. Instead of 
trying outreach, he signed up for vol- 
unteer data entry, and soon became 
coordinator for the data entry pro- 
ject. He attended a volunteer retreat, 
and ended up building much 
stronger bonds with other STOP 
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AIDS volunteers. He wanted to help 
plan the STOP AIDS contingent for 
the Gay Parade, and was made head 
of the committee. “That was when I 
really learned how to get people to 
work together,” Geno says. 

Now Geno is coordinating the Mr. 
Safe Sex Contest, a fundraiser and 
outreach event. He has the confi- 
dence to help lead the agency’s work, 
and to put himself on the line in front 
of other people. And he realizes that 
there is a lot that he can do to stop 
AIDS in his community. “I only need 
15 volunteers for the Contest,” he 
says. “I can do that with my eyes 
closed.”

he STOP AIDS Project realizes 
that facts alone won’t change 

people’s behavior. Whether the 
subject is quitting smoking or wearing 
seat belts, people don’t always do 
what’s “good” for them. If you want to 
save lives, you need to go beyond lec- 
tures and brochures. 

You save lives by helping people 
build their stake in their community, 
and getting them to believe in their 
own future. At a time when almost 
one-half of the gay men in the city are 
infected with HIV, and hundreds 
more are becoming infected each 
year, helping gay men find, or re- 
claim, their future couldn’t be more 
important. 

Through outreach on the street 
and in dance clubs, through four- 
hour AIDS prevention discussions led 
by volunteer facilitators, and by pro- 
moting AIDS volunteerism, the STOP 
AIDS Project encourages gay and 
bisexual men to rely on one another 
as they weather the epidemic, and to 
protect one another from infection 
(or re-infection) for the sake of their 
community. 

This work has already been very suc- 
cessful. STOP AIDS volunteers have 
contacted more than 12,000 men 
through outreach in just over two 
years, and more than 2,500 men have 
attended STOP AIDS meetings. And a 
new evaluation of the Project’s work 
shows that, among the men evaluated, 
attendance at a STOP AIDS meeting 
decreased unsafe sex by one-third. 

But there’s much more still to be 
done, and many more men to reach. 
Through the work of Geno Camacho, 
and hundreds of other volunteers like 
him, we can STOP AIDS.

Tare opportunity to see what is going on in 
Mexico’s video world. Guest curator Gustavo 
Vazquez has put together a roster of 62 videos, 
most of them new and unseen in this country. 
The festival started Nov. 7 and continues through 
Jan. 30 at the Exploratorium’s McBean Theater 
and the New College Theater. 

“The name came up when thinking of the 
way young people say “hi” to each other in 
Mexico: Qué onda, mano? Onda meaning, liter- | 
ally, wave. What’s your wavelength? or some- 
thing like that,” notes Vazquez, himself a local 
film and video artist, as he begins to talk about 
the festival. 

“I basically wanted to show how current 
film and video artists in Mexico are seeing their 
own reality: Mexicans by Mexicans,” he says. 
“And not the typical thing — so much a part of 
the Hollywood mentality — of interpreting 
foreign realities from a very closed perspective 
and presenting them as if the only point of ref- 
erence was the American way of life.

VERY TIME I call my sister, 
it’s the same thing: “Did 
you guys see Martin this 
week?” 
“Martin? Uh, no, we were um —”

When she had a little dinner par- 
ty a couple of weeks ago at her 
apartment, she and her boyfriend 
went all out — fixed some sort of

ptawns, artichokes, broccoli — she 
had about eight people over, and 
guess what we did? We watched 
Martin for three hours straight with 
no commercial interruptions. My 
sister has taped every single episode 
of Martin since its premiere. She 
thinks, and she will tell you when 
she defends her Martin habit, that 
he is the funniest man on television. 

My 25-year-old sister — her 
name is Raquel — watches a lot of 
network TV and always has. I 
asked her if her viewing habits had 
changed a lot since the proliferation 
of black shows had begun. 

“Quel,” I said to her, “I want to 
talk to you about Martin.” 

“Did you see it last night?” 

“No, was it—” 

“No?” 

“Was it funny?” 

“Kim Fields was on it. She was 
working at Martin’s radio station 
and Martin was attracted to her and 
thought he might like her and Gina 
was jealous and it was just funny, 
you know.” 

“Do you find yourself watching 
fewer white programs since a 
whole lot of black ones have started 
to come on?” 

“Watching the black shows 
doesn’t really take away from my 
other shows. Watching the black 
shows adds to what I watch.” 

“What are your favorite white 
shows?” 

“In the Heat of the Night, Law & 





Order—” 

“Both those shows have major 
black characters.” 

“But they just put them there to 
attract a black crowd, it’s not really 
a black show like...” 

“Like what?” 

“A Different 
World, Fresh Prince, 
Martin, sometimes 
that Cooper show, 
and I watch that show 

with Patti LaBelle — 
Hangin’ Out, Out All 
Night, whatever. Oh, 
and I forgot Roc, that’s 
a good show too.” 

“Do you think that

I asked her if all the black shows 
have changed how she feels about 
TV. 

“It’s a step in the right direc- 
tion,” she says. “The shows aren’t 
like Good Times. They portray 
black people as realistic and com- 
ing up.” 

“Do you think there could be a 
show about a poor black family — 
like Good Times — that was realis- 
tic and positive?” 

“Not unless a poor black person 
was writing it and I doubt that 
would happen.” 

“Do you think that white people 
trip when they see black people on 
TV acting closer to how a lot of 
black people actually act?” 

“Like on A Different World the 
other night when Kris Kross was on 
there playing little gang-bangers — 
I can’t imagine them, white people, 
being as deep into it as us. They 
probably see us being ignorant 
while we see it differently. I just 
like the new black shows because 
black people are involved in writ- 
ing, producing, directing — Bill 
Cosby, Quincy Jones, Debbie 
Allen, even the Wayans family — 
it just makes it better.”

THE BALTIMORE WALTZ. BY

F THE IDEA of an AIDS comedy 

causes you cognitive disso- 

nance, you’re not alone. The 

Baltimore Waltz attempts just 
that unlikely mix of subject and 
tone. This isn’t the first play about 
AIDS to employ comic and fantastic 
elements, nor is it the most daring 
(that’s probably Doug Holsclaw’s 
The Baddest of Boys). But it’s still a 
theatrical high-wire act. 

Vogel’s writing can be funny and 
tender, but it’s also problematic. At 
the start of the play, a doctor breaks 
the bad news to Anna (Anne Dar- 
tragh) and her gay brother Carl (Rick 
Hickman) about the terminal illness 
ATD: Acquired Toilet Disease. 
(Shevra Tait’s stark white-on-white 
set and Jeff Rowling’s lighting are 
appropriately sterile.) ATD is 


picked up from — yep — public toi- 
let seats; Vogel’s intended whimsy 
seems forced here. Confounding our 
expectations, it’s Anna who is ill. So 
she and Carl head to Europe for a 
long-planned trip and a visit to an 
experimental urine-drinking clinic. 
The disease gives Anna the 
courage to do things she’s always 
wanted to do, like travel abroad and 
sleep with strange men. Anna’s 
Europe is derived from Hollywood: 
references to An American in Paris 
and The Third Man abound (rein- 
forced by Kim Foscato’s clever 
movie-theme sound track). Even her 
erotic conquests are a succession of 
intentionally blunt stereotypes: a 
French waiter, a black-leather 
Berliner, even the Little Dutch Boy 
(all played by Kurt Reinhardt). Her 
first seduction is played as an antic 
series of thrusting shapes and odd 
cries under a thin hotel sheet. Here 
(and throughout the play) Phyllis 
S.K. Look’s unfailingly creative 
direction makes a scene that could 
be obvious or cloying work beauti-

fully. Darragh is a terrific comedian,

Reinhardt offers amazing perfor- 
mances in a dozen-plus roles. He 
juggles quick costume changes and 
tadical shifts in accents like a com- 
media dell’arte veteran. But he’s not 
just funny or movie-villain sinister. 
Ina stunning scene midway through 
the play, Reinhardt, as a adult Little 
Dutch Boy (the wonderful costumes 
are by Fumiko Bielefeldt), regales 
Anna with the story of a schoolboy 

— spraying graffiti on a dike. 
from this broad shtick the scene 
nodulates into a nightmare. The 

dike starts to crack, and (of course) 
the boy stops the hole with his 
thumb. The sea smashes against the 
wall, threatening to break through. 
“T put my shoulder against the clay 
and felt the pounding, like blood,” 
he says, his remembered fear visible 
on his face. “How young I was to 
die.” It’s an astonishing moment of 
theater — Reinhardt’s clownishness 
shifts in a few moments into a horri- 
fying allusion to the young lives lost 
to AIDS. 

Carl is the script’s weak link. The 
character is based on Vogel’s real- 
life brother who died of AIDS in 
1988, and perhaps she was still too 
close to the character emotionally. 
Carl is always good-natured, nurtur- 
ing, and utterly desexualized (a por- 
trait of a gay man that Vogel perhaps 
intends to be appealing to straight 
audiences). 

Still, Hickman does what he can 
to humanize the character. And he 
makes the play’s finale, which could 
have been merely sentimental, gen- 
uinely moving. On occasion, as in 
this final scene, the play skirts disas- 
ter. But thanks to the Magic’s supe- 
tior cast and production, it emerges 
instead as a triumph. @ 

















PLAYBILL 


MIRIAM’S FLOWERS 

Miriam’s Flowers opens with an 
unsettling scream. It set the mood 
for this play about the sudden, vio- 
lent death of a young boy, Puli Jose 
Camilo Velasquez), and the destruc- 
tive effect it has on his family — 
Puerto Ricans living in the Bronx — 
as traumas rise to the surface. Miri- 
am (Carla Vega), Puli's teenage sis- 
ter, witnesses the boy’s death. Afraid 
of dying herself, her struggle for san- 
ity is expressed through self-mutila- 
tion and self-sacrifice. 

Under the direction of Laura 
Esparza, Flowers moves quickly from 
one scene to another, using slides, 
music, and religious iconography. 
The intensity sometimes sags due to 
rough segues and awkward staging, 
but Migdalia Cruz’ s script is strong 
and the cast rises to the occasion 


admirably.

PARKER AND KLEIN 

A lesbian comedy duo from London, 
Karen Parker and Debby Klein have 
been performing their dyke cabaret 
show since 1985. The women have 
wonderful presence and poise. They 
own the stage from beginning to 
end — despite having “no props and 
no spots.” 

Ironically, the show suffers only 
from the fact that the lesbian/gay 
scene in San Francisco is so radical 
and strong. Shock value is important 
to the piece, and in these parts, Park- 
er and Klein’s credentials — they're 
out, they’re straight-looking, they‘re 
dykes — are not much of a shocker. 
Still, the sketches are clever and well 
acted: coming out to a hopelessly 


straight hair-dresser, or trying to 
break into the big time by disguising 
their audience as straight (with baby 
dolls for the girls and beer cans for 
the boys). These two are talented, 
funny, and here for only a few more 
days.

THE HOLE 

In Ken Prestininzi’s new play, The 
Hole, based on Dostoyevsky’s Notes 
from the Underground, the Under- 
ground Man (Loren Rubin), imag- 
ines himself as a mouse too smart 
for his own good. “It’s the 
inescapable fate of every intelligent 
man,” he says, “to be tormented by 
his own intellect.” Intelligent men 
will always be despised and misun- 
derstood by society, he believes. 

He spends every waking 
moment indoors, scurrying back 
and forth, writing random notes of 
“genius” for his “one-mouse” 
(autobiographical) play and railing 
against an insensitive world. The 
neurotic routine is interrupted one 
night, when a neighbor, Liza the 
Prostitute (Bernadine Mellis), comes 
by to complain about the noisy pac- 
ing and ranting. 

Suddenly, the Underground Man 
has an unexpected opportunity to 
forge a emotional connection with 
another human being. They both 
need it. They try. They fail. They 
have unsatisfying sex instead. 

Prestininzi's script, true to the 
spirit of Dostoyevsky, is obsessively 
intense and, ultimately, bleak. The 
actors of Theatre: Ground Up, direct- 
ed by Kate Hendrickson, do a fine 
job — nothing like being trapped in 
a hole with the Mouse Man.

Perhaps it has to do with the ineffa- 
ble contrast: On one side, cardboard 
houses without running water; on the 
other, “How can you explain those 
things? Maybe that’s why I do films. 
Rather than explain, I just want to 
tell stories and let the people tell 
their own. Normal people, ordinary 
people. I guess I have a weakness for 
the unfamous ones,” Vazquez says. 

The films Vazquez collected have 
a broad range. Yet, within this diver- 
sity, four types of videos are dis- 
cernible: those with urban themes, 
some of them experimental; an agile 
and innovative kind of documentary, 
sometimes called new documentary 
for its unorthodox approach; self- 
representational videos, anthropo- 
logically perhaps the most interest- 
ing; and videos by new or emerging 
filmmakers. 


Asly and iconoclastic critical view 
seems to prevail, especially among 
Mexico City’s video artists. Defiance 
of power, particularly its rhetoric, 
seems to be at the marrow of their 
approach. The Broken Doll, for exam- 
ple, by Luis Lupone, uses the perhaps 
too-obvious symbolism of a broken 
doll to explore the different layers of 
disguise in daily life in Mexico City. 
A more traditional narrative, 
Screaming in Silence, by Leonardo 
Bondani, recreates the pains and plea- 
sures of living in the biggest city in 
the world. Mex-Metr, by Sarah 
Minter and Andrea DiCastro, man- 
ages to create a different dimension in 
the gray urban landscape of Mexico 
City by juxtaposing the landscape 
with street-scene dance and theater. 

Among the emerging filmmakers, 
the tone is slightly more lyrical, 
though not necessarily introspective. 
Sandra Luna and Rubi Fernandez’s 
Internal Agitation, for example, 
takes us on an expressionistic tour 
through the culture of Mexico’s 
marginal youth. Bed of Dreams, by

CLOSE TO EDEN 

Sheep farmer Bayaertu and wife 
Badena live on China’s vast, Inner 
Mongolian, untouched-by-civilization 
steppes. Minority law limits them to 
three children, which they already 
have, and Badena’s always urging 
Bayaertu to buy condoms next time 
he's in the city. That happens when 
Russian construction worker Vladimir 
Gostukhin’s truck breaks down near- 
by, he's invited for a memorable din- 
ner, and next day Bayaertu fixes the 
truck and Gostukhin drives him to 
town. Bayaertu samples city life and 
gets drunk, but can’t ask a female 
pharmacy clerk for condoms. He 
does buy a TV, then once home, lies 
about the condoms, but says nothing 
about his vision of Genghis Khan 
chastising him for his newly acquired 
modem ways. Nevertheless, the fam- 


Ana Maria Ortega, evokes the intri- 
cate relationship between dreams 
and frustrated desires. And in 
Through the Window, by Elias 
Levin, a naked body moving through 
dilapidated structures serves as a 
device to rethink how the urban 
space limits and conditions even our 
most secret fantasies. 


THE REEL TRUTH 

The documentaries are perhaps the 
most consistently interesting videos 
of the festival. Avoiding as much as 
possible the omniscient narrator, the 
filmmakers appeal to our sensibilities 
rather than to our intellect. In this 
spirit, The Third Root, by Rafael 
Rebollar, is a colorful and succinct 
catalog of religious and civic Afro- 
Mexican rituals. It is particularly suc- 
cessful portraying the peculiar syn- 
thesis of Spanish, Mesoamerican, 
and African elements. Juan Francisco 
Urruti’s Our Lord of Otatlitén, docu- 
ments wisely and almost epically the 
pilgrimage of thousands of people as 
they worship the Black Christ of 
Otatlitan. The Sign of the Skin, by 
Antonio Noyola and Rafael Rebollar, 
presents us with an unusual opportu- 
nity to witness the Holy Week cele- 
bration in the Sierra of Chihuahua, an 
isolated region where the 
Tarahuamaras — the largest indige- 
nous group in Mexico — live. 

“You have different indigenous 
groups that are acquiring the equip- 
ment and knowledge, thanks to a 
government program, to document 
and present to us how they see them- 
selves,” says Vazquez. “I think this 


_ isa breakthrough. In the same way 


that most countries of the so-called 
Third World fight for the basic right 
to write their own history on their 
own temns, different indigenous 
groups, particularly in the region of 
Oaxaca, are for the first time using 
the latest technology to do so. These 
videos are certainly refreshing and 


ily soon tires of the TV's two stations 
and plans a fourth child instead, as 
Nikita Mikhalkov’s initially slow but 
fascinating film indulges in one 
magic moment after another, while 
underlining Khan’s too-often- 
ignored anti-materialistic message.

FLIRTING 

The time’s 1965, the place Australia, 
the scene an exclusive boys’ boarding 
school just outside Melbourne where 
conformity is everything. That's a 
major drawback for individualistic out- 
sider Noah Taylor, who's been forced 
to retreat within himself to survive, 
cruel canings notwithstanding. Enter 
brilliant daughter of an African nation- 
alist academic, Thandie Newton, at a 
nearby girls’ boarding school where 
she’s immediately ostracized — partic- 
ularly by Nicole Kidman — because 
she’s black. She and Taylor come to 
recognize their kindred spirits, and it’s 
their slowly deepening relationship 
and what that entails that’s what writ- 
er-director John Duignan’s first-rate 
film’s all about. It’s so much more 
than merely a school romance as, via 
humor, exceptional acting, and 
Duignan’‘s flawless dialogue and 
attention to detail, it's given a natural- 
ism that underlines its every virtue,

uplifting, though technically they 
might have obvious limitations.” 

Vazquez now pauses, perhaps 
thinking about what he’s just said. 
He adds: “I guess you can tell I’m 
not extremely fond of high-tech. I 
have nothing against it. It’s just that 
the content should dictate the form, 
and not the other way around.” 

The unavoidable question then: 
Is there such a thing as a renaissance 
of “Latino” filmmakers? 

Vazquez smiles, as if to avoid 
getting serious: “No such thing. It 
may be appropriate to talk about an 
African American film renaissance, 
but it is not the case for Hispanic 
directors and actors in the industry. 
We havea ways to go yet. We 
haven’t even gotten to the point 
where we can have Hispanic actors 
for Hispanic roles, not to mention 
Hispanic directors. For the most part, 
we don’t even have the right to speak 
our own language in the movies. It’s 
as if subtitles did not exist.” 

A problem of language? Of bor- 
ders perhaps? But what border? Los 
Angeles is among the world’s five 
cities comprising the largest 
Mexican populations, including 
cities in Mexico. Each year about 35 
million gringos go south of the bor- 
der looking for relaxation and cheap 
entertainment, spending roughly a 
billion dollars, mostly on Tijuana’s 
Avenida de la Revolucidn. About 60 
percent of Latin American immi- 
grants settle in California. 

But those are numbers, raw statis- 
tics. “I’m interested in life. Stories. 
Yes,” Vazquez says. “And I’m from 
here as much as from over there.” 
And Vazquez makes a gesture that 
intimates that Mexico is here, as if it 
always has been and you just hadn’t 
noticed. @

T’S VERY SATISFYING to go toa 

dance program and find that the 

newest work on the program is 

by far the most interesting. In 
an evening of supposedly golden 
oldies, Margaret Jenkins’ 1992 
Sightings, commissioned by the 
Oakland Ballet and her first work 
ever for a ballet company, stood out 
like a luminous jewel in an evening 
of otherwise rather humdrum pieces. 
The most that could be said for any 
of them was that they entertained 
amusingly. 

The novelty aspect on this pro- 
gram consisted of reconstructions of 
works from the Pavlova repertoire 
and by Eugene Loring (best known 
for his Billy the Kid, coming up on 
the Ballet’s Feb. 12-14 program). 
Until recently, dances left few foot- 
prints. Unlike music or drama, there 
are no written scores keeping them 
alive; individual works passed from 
one generation of dancers to the next, 
often quite fragmentarily. In the past, 
Oakland Ballet, with its reconstruc- 
tions of the Nijinska repertoire, has 
served us admirably well. This time 
one wonders about the wisdom of 


the investment, particularly during 
times of such scarcity. 

Anna Pavlova single-handedly 
popularized ballet in the early part 
of this century. These reconstruc- 
tions by Frank W.D. Ries (based on 
a diary of a dancer from the Pavlova 
company) of The Fairy Doll 
(excerpts), Gavotte Pavlova, and 
Grand Pas de Deux show that early 
audiences were satisfied with 
exceedingly simple fare. Flirtatious, 
sentimental, and dainty, these sac- 
charine bonbons nevertheless made 
dance a living, breathing art in the 
big and small towns through which 
Pavlova indefatigably toured for 
more than 20 years. Of the three 
ballerinas in the Pavlova parts, Abra 
Rudisill, Jill Taylor, and Cynthia 
Chin, Chin came the closest to 
evoking just what Pavlova’s magic 
must had been. Feathery in her foot- 
work and secure in her poses, she 
was beguiling in this little pas de 
deux. 

The duet from Loring’s Capital 
of the World, based on the epony- 
mous Hemingway short story set in 
Madrid, looked like a parody of 
Spanish/Hollywood dance. As per- 
formed by a sultry Jill Taylor and 
gigolo Mario Alonzo, it was a 
campy cocktail of flamenco, tango, 
and, for good measure, a shot of pas- 
sion. The hammering intensity of 
George Antheil’s percussive orches- 
tra score (played in a two-piano 


reduction by Roy Bogas and Betty 
Woo) only underlined the riotous 
impact. The entire piece, which sup- 
posedly is a tragedy, will be present- 
ed next season. This could be a 
problem. 

Also on the program were Ronn 
Guidi’s stunningly white-and-black- 
costumed (John C. Gilkerson) Car- 
nival d’Aix and Ron Thiele’s How’d 
They Catch Me? Ensemble pieces, 
they showed off a spirited, smoothly 
working company. Their new 
Nutcracker (Dec. 11-27), with 
“starring” roles for Oakland A’s 
players, including Manager Tony La 
Russa, is in good hands. 


CHAIR/MAN DANCES 

I wasn’t exactly surprised when the 
first objects that moved in David 
Gordon’s The Mysteries and What's 
So Funny? were two twirling fold- 
ing chairs. The first time I ever saw 
the stocky Gordon dance was some- 
time in the ’70s, when he and his 
elegant partner Valda Setterfield 
constructed a witty, intelligent duet 
with, inside, around, over, and under 
two folding chairs. It was one of 
those dancers-looking-at-dance- 
while-dancing pieces. 

The wit is still bobbing along, 
though Gordon has stretched the 
”70s “What is dance?” question into 
a much broader inquiry into the 
nature of life and art. Aided by a cast 
of 14 (the majority are actors, not 
dancers), cartoonlike props, a mus- 
tachioed Mona Lisa emerging from 
a brick-wall set by Red Grooms, and 
a gentle, quasi-melancholic score by 
Philip Glass, Gordon has fashioned 
a sparkling paean to his thinly dis- 
guised working-class New York 
background and to the grand master 
of chess and art/non-art Marcel 
Duchamp (brilliantly rendered by 
Setterfield). 

Mysteries’ rich script is clever, 
fast-paced, yet poetic and thought- 
ful, except for a few instances when 
Gordon can’t resist throwing in cute 
one-liners. He frames the life of his 
Rose and Sam from courting days 
(touchingly tender Karen Graham 
and Scott Cohen) to old age (Lola 
Pashalinski and Jerry Matz) with 
Duchamp stepping in and out 
through the swinging door that 
keeps popping up. 

Dance as we know it has almost 
completely disappeared from Mys- 
teries. But what’s dancing so fluid- 
ly in Mysteries are Duchamp’s 
“ready-mades,” time, identities, 
and, above all, ideas, snippets of 
dialogue and asides that skip and 
leap and side kick like the lumines- 
cent specks of dust that ride into a 
darkened room. Gordon aims his 
sparkling beam of inquiry at the 
age-old question of why we are 
here and what we are doing any- 
way. Is it the life of Rrose Selavy (a 
nom de plume of Duchamp’s) or — 
that of the wife, Rose, mother of the 
“Detective, Only Oldest Child” 

(Norma Fire) that’s worth living? 
No answer, of course, except in the 
image of the revolving characters 
who overlap and circle one another 
like the expanding and contracting 
iris of a camera lens. In the end the 
lens contracts on itself, and only 
darkness remains. @

NTERING RADIO VALENCIA 

is a little like imagining 

life under an authoritarian 

regime run by college 
radio DJs and rock critics. Every- 
thing seems pretty normal — typical 
cafe, fine bowl of black-bean soup, 
pizza, ice tea on demand — except 
for tiny, key differences. Instead of _ 
a wine list, every table has a playlist 
(the kind radio stations send to 
record companies) neatly summa- 
rizing, by artist, cut, LP, and label, 
each of the songs being played. The 
newspaper rack is stocked exclu- 
sively with alternative-music maga- 
zines and trade journals. CDs are 
available for purchase at a side wall. 
A note on the menu instructs you to 
consult the waiters if a song piques 
your interest. 

Don Alan, the enthusiast who 
tuns Radio Valencia, spent 10 years 
in non-commercial radio, as pro- 
gram director and record spinner at 
a station in Madison, Wis., called 
WORT (“WART was already tak- 
en”). Leaving a job that provided 
easy access to dozens of new releas- 
es a month presented Alan, who’s 
38, with an exaggerated version of a 
dilemma that faces many people as 
they get a little older and lose the 
time and energy needed to follow 
pop’s product flow. How could he 
ever keep up? 

Like all successful entrepreneurs, 
Alan egoistically assumed that his 
lack was the world’s lack. Radio 
Valencia was simply a medium: He 
had no experience running a restau- 
rant, let alone a cash register, and 
spent the first weeks after the place 
opened in February of last year 
dashing to Safeway every day for 
groceries. The point was to find 
some way to be a surrogate DJ, 
making a living and satisfying his 
own curiosity about new music by 
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Radio Valencia’s Don and Lanee Alan satisfy a lust for cultural margins. 


exposing people to it. 

And Don Alan is very curious. 
Talk to the clientele at Radio Valen- 
cia — the average patron is a 
“smoking vegetarian,” Alan half 
jokes; beyond the usual Mission 
twentywhatevers there are many 
people a decade or two older — and 
they all praise the place’s musical 
diversity. Typical Alan tapes range 
from Slovenly and the Tall Dwarfs 
to Percy Mayfield and a Sweet Soul 
Music compilation track to Base- 
head and the Brand New Heavies to 
Lee “Scratch” Perry and Thomas 
Mapfumo to Joe Henderson and 
Ben Webster, with stops along the 
way for surf guitar and Eraser- 
head’s Girl in the Radiator song. 

This could be overwhelming, but 
the presence of track listings allows 
customers to quickly orient them- 
selves, and Alan takes a DJ’s pride 
in segues that sustain a mood across 
different genres. He does limit him- 
self in certain regards: no “out” 


_jazz, no indie rock too abrasive — 


though, somehow, Sun City Girls, 
Pavement, and Splatter Trio find a 
home in the mix. Aural carpeting to 
be sure, but a fine shag.

plained to me that Radio Valencia 
is the ultimate triumph of the “yup- 
pie sensibility of convenience.” 
Maybe so. It’s a little perturbing to 
see so much great music fit so 
cleanly and effortlessly into the 
background; why are alternative 
types so great at reducing the purest 
products of subcultural style to the 
level of food? 

Because we’ve grown up better 
at dealing with the urban landscape 
as connoisseurs than citizens, that’s 
why. Don Alan’s a little ahead of 
his time, but as the college radio 
crowd ages we'll see his like again 
and again. The signs? A casual lust 
for cultural margins; an ease at tak- 
ing genres whose partisans used to 
face each other across battle lines, 
and fitting them together under the 
category “more good stuff”; a weird 
assurance that, even as one struc- 
tures his or her entire life and envi- 
ronment around the aesthetic, it’s 
still No Big Deal. Which I guess it 
isn’t. But hey, Don: thanks for turn- 
ing me on to the Guild of Temporal 
Adventurers. I’ll have to check that 
10-inch out.

N A NEW TWIST on Rappadocio, Richmond’s No 
Concept mixes badder-than-thou attitude with humil- 
ity for sales’ sake. Their latest 12-inch finds the three 
members — Great TJ, Black Swan, and DJ Fear — 
repeatedly pleading in unison, “Help us we’re dope and we 
can’t get up” over a single loping bass line. As a pastiche 
of the Life Alert TV commercial it’s nothing short of 
comical. As self-advertisement it’s simple but effective. 
Butit’s not until a few bars later, when the drums start 
popping and the boys bust loose, that anything like the 
word dope comes to mind. Turning their voices into 
percussive instruments, TJ and Swan erupt in a rap 
frenzy — trading phrases, stacking rhymes together 
and finishing off each other’s sentences like pit bulls tak- 
ing to steak scraps. Coming up for water in the chorus, 
they breathlessly implore all to “give us a chance so we 
can fill up our cups,” then rip back into “battlin crews / 
takin ’em out we don’t pick or choose.” Listening to the 
vastly different tone of the instrumental version that 











Coast flavor, No Concept uses the flip side (“Homie the 
Clown”) to expand on their rapping repertoire. While their 
claim that other “clowns” are trying to bite their rhyme 
style is a tad suspect — given that they themselves mir- 
ror groups like DAS EFX, FU Schnickens, and Tung Twista 
— the group does show originality in the way they patch 
everything together. With deep chuming beats, brushed 
cymbals and a vibrating (Wurlitzer?) whine setting the 
background, the word play flows from “biggedy bad bad 
bad” repetition to spry speed-thyme to credible ragamuf- 
fin roll. As strong as it sounds on tape, however, the true 
test of this kind of verbal-centric hip hop is the stage. 
Whether No Concept can wreck shop with the best of 
*em is something I’m looking forward to finding out.

It’s side B on this cassingle, “Give 
Me Five on the Black Hand Side,“ 
that really sets shit on fire with 
funky funky bass and funky 
funky style. With the only words 
in the song being the words in 
the title rapped sporadically, 
there is plenty of room for spry 
loops, driving beats that take you 
— not back to the old school, or 
ahead to some “alternative” style 
— but to where hip hop is hard 
and fast, thorough and plain.

~The outline of the Johnny Otis story is well known: The Vallejo native, 


_ son of Greek immigrants, grows up in Berkeley, adopts African Ameni- 


_ can culture as his own, becomes a giant of black music in the rhythm 


and blues and rock and roll eras, brings such singers as Little Esther 
Phillips, Etta James, and Hank Ballard to prominence in his Johnny Otis 
Show revues, scores the big 1957 hit “Willie and the Hand Jive,” and 
eventually settles into organic farming in Northern California, hosting a 
weekly radio show from KPFA in Berkeley. What's missing for many is 
documentation of Otis’ pre-R&B career in the 1940s, when he played 
drums in the “territory” (American heartland-touring) bands of George 
Morrison (from Denver), Lloyd Hunter (out of Omaha), and Harlan 
Leonard (relocated from Kansas City to Los Angeles) and led his own 
popular jazz orchestra for three years after WWII. 

That chapter is reprised here, in 11 boisterous and moody tracks 
culled from the repertoires of the “name” bands of that period, includ- 
~ ing Count Basie’s “Swinging the Blues” and “Jumpin’ at the Wood- 
side,” Duke Ellington’s “The Mooche,” “Creole Love Call” and “Sophis- 

ticated Lady,” Lionel Hampton's “Flying Home,” Jay McShann‘s 
* Jumpin’ the Blues,” and Otis’ first hit, “Harlem Nocturne.” As Lee 
Hildebrand explains in his excellent liner notes, these were popular 
tunes that the territory bands played for dances but usually eschewed 
on their own recordings. That makes Spint of the Black Territory Bands 
something of an anomaly, attempting to capture on disc, from the stu- 
dio, what was almost exclusively a live experience a half century ago. 
And indeed it’s spirit that makes the recording such a resounding, 
joyful success — the most memorable Otis album and one of the most 
fervent big-band swing albums in many years, bringing the Club 
Alabam right into your living room. Far from a slick, academic exercise 
in nostalgia, Spirit infuses these classics with all the ballroom energy 
that Otis still demands from his current R&B band. Having long ago 
shifted to piano and vibes (although he drums and sings on one track), 
the 70-year-old bandleader punctuates the proceedings with two-fisted 
explosions from his keyboards, inspiring such other swing era veterans 
as trombonist John “Streamline” Ewing and baritone saxophonist/clar- 
inetist Ronald Wilson to match or top his driving solos. It's not impecca- 
ble, but it’s better than perfect. .

F YOU HAVEN'T BEEN to Bernal 

Heights lately, you may not know 

that its main thoroughfare, 

Cortland Avenue, has come up 
dramatically in the past year. Where, 
you may ask, is Bernal Heights? It's 
just up the hill from Mission and Army, 
bounded by those two streets on the 
north and west and by Highway 280 
on the south and Highway 101 on the 
east. Good Life Grocery, several video 
stores, a frame shop, florist, and two 
new second-hand stores make it a 
neighborhood worth a visit, even if 
you don't reside in one of the cute lit- 
tle cottages that dot the hill. This 
neighborhood is still being discov- 
ered, and the two stores described 
here reflect the diversity and the work- 
ing-class flavor of the area. 

Rustica is a second-hand gift shop 
that specializes in natural products, 
handmade items, local and foreign 
crafts, and antiques. Proprietor Dolores 
Frazier has created a homey space 
where patrons are encouraged to relax 


as they browse and try out the com- 
fortable furniture (chairs and couch- 
es) that set the mood for her store. 
Long wooden tables are carefully 
arranged with a presentation of assort- 
ed lombok baskets from Indonesia in 
a variety of shapes and sizes ($15— 
$35); hand-blown glass bowls, cups, 
and vases ($6-$14); Ecuadoran shi- 
gras (small woven bags, $8-$14), and 
handmade marbleized-paper note- 
books ($4-$6). Toward the rear of the 
shop is a children's section, replete 
with toys from Hungary and Poland 
($5-$15), watercolor paint sets ($4— 
$18), and miniature twig furniture from 
the Philippines ($6-$14). Other 
uniquely Rustica gifts include Indian 
woven panels with mirrored glass cir- 
cles ($15), North Carolina pine-bark 
racks with five wood pegs for hang- 
ing clothes ($15), hand-thrown pot- 
tery bowls ($12), and Baby Bee 
beeswax soap ($3). 

Across Cortland and just one block 
away is Rag & Bone, a curiosity shop 
with lots of unusual clutter and char- 
acter. Smoking an unfiltered cigarette, 
with incense burning in the back- 
ground and her dog Lucy curled at 
her feet, owner Goodwin describes 
her shop as “anything I like ... I'ma 
true junkie. I do it all.” Indeed, part of 
the fun in shopping here is that you 
never know what you'll find. It’s hit 
or miss, but there's always something 
whimsical to discover. Among the 
curiouser and curiouser curiosities to 
be found are old hardware, including 
glass knobs ($1-$5), handles ($1-$5), 
and cast-iron door knockers ($20). 
Special holiday merchandise just com- 
ing in features old Christmas orna- 
ments still in the box ($5), costume 
jewelry ($3-$30), perfume bottles 
($5-$12), old frames ($5—$15) and 
antique photographs ($5—$25), 
Spanish fortune-telling cards with 
instruction book ($15), and assorted 
fabrics from each decade of this cen- 
tury ($10—$30). This is a creative store 
that reflects Goodwin's eclectic tastes 
— she was raised in Singapore and 
lived in Australia and New York before 
coming to San Francisco. She's the 


kind of shopkeeper who prices things 
depending on how much she likes 
them and whether she really wants to 
sell them or not. One shelf in the store 
is devoted to mannequin body parts 
and religious icons that she collects 
for display only. Big items don't nec- 
essarily have big price tags. A beauti- 
ful Mission oak desk was marked only 
$190. And a complete old iron bed 
was just $125.

liqueurs, seductive creams, dried and 
fresh fruits, and creamy chocolate. 
Other, non-filled choices include fan- 
cifully shaped chocolates in the form 
of pianos and other musical instru- 
ments; heads of Bach, Beethoven, and 
other composers; daggers and swords; 
teddy bears, dogs, cats, birds, and other 
animals, and sporting equipment.

Here is a terrific gift for those who 
enjoy cooking with Mediterranean 
ingredients: California Sun Dry toma- 
toes packed in olive oil with herbs, 
and Sun Dry tomato spread. Both are 
made with truly sun-dried tomatoes 
—not oven-dried — and because these 
tomatoes are naturally dried, they 
retain more of their natural sweet fla- 
vor and moist texture. The tomatoes 
come two ways —as halves or cut into 
julienned strips — and can be used 
straight from the jar. Fora simple pasta 
dish, combine sun-dried tomatoes with 
some chopped garlic, capers, pitted 
olives, and a little olive oil; garnish 
with grated Parmesan cheese and serve 
immediately. These tomatoes are also 
wonderful when mixed into cream 
cheese and used as a sandwich or crack- 
er spread, or added to beef or pork 
stews during the last 20 minutes of 
cooking.

I sampled some outstanding wines 
at a recent wine-tasting held at the 
Stanford Court, the California's 
Vintners’ 1991 Preview Tasting. If 
you're into trying new varietals and 
wineries, but are particularly fond of 
superior wines, you may be interest- 
ed in purchasing a few for your own 
wine rack, and several more to give as 
gifts. Described by Robert Parker Jr. 
of the Wine Spectator as “opulent, smoky, 
black-berry scented and flavored,” the 
1989 Matanzas Creek Sonoma Valley 
Merlot is a mouthful of heaven. Also 
noteworthy is the 1984 Storybrook 
Mountain Zinfandel with overtones 
of oak, vanilla, licorice, and berries. I 
loved the William Selyem 1990 Allen 
Vineyard Pinot Noir—a lesser-known 
but very powerful wine. Call your 
favorite wine shop to locate these 
excellent wines. 





Cause Of The 
Week

/ EOPLE ARE often surprised 
when they see how good 
the art produced at 


Hospitality House is.” 
Sharon Tanenbaum is talking, and as 
director of Tenderloin community 


center, she should know. “They think 
because people are low-income or 
homeless, they aren't creative or 
skilled.” 

The occasion for this particular 
conversation is the annual holiday art 
sale sponsored by Hospitality House. 
It's an opportunity for the center and 
its artists to raise much-needed funds, 
while providing the shopping public 
with great gifts and greeting cards. 

The cards are gradually becoming 
a San Francisco holiday staple: $25,000 
worth were sold last year, and $35,000 
had been purchased by mid-November 
this time around. All are created by 
local artists working in the Hospitality 
House studio. 

The center has been in existence 
for 25 years, starting, as Tanenbaum 
tells it, as “a crash pad for kids who 
came west during the Summer of Love.” 
It provided shelter as well as the oppor- 
tunity to hone skills working with pop- 
ular crafts of the times like leather and 
macramé. 

“Hospitality House has changed 
over the years with the needs of the 
community,” Tanenbaum explains. 
"We provide shelter because it is a big 
need of the community, and over the 
years we've had a lot of success with 
the arts program. The core of program 
is the drop-in studio. We provide clay, 
glazes, paint, canvas, paper as well as 
instructors, who are professional artists 
— often residents or past residents of 
the neighborhood.” 

This year's sale is marked by the 
opening of a storefront in space donat- 
ed by the Crocker Galleria at Post and 
Kearny streets — a great convenience 
for downtown or workday shoppers. 
Sixty percent of the proceeds go to 
the artists themselves and the rest to 
Hospitality House, which in addition 
to its art center and shelter, provides 
job placement and counseling and 
publishes the award-winning news- 
paper Tenderloin Times.

meets the Haight

F YOUR FRIENDS will accept no less 
than the ultimate in green com- 
modities, look no further than the 
Cannabis Center and Hemporium. 

But before you get the wrong idea, 
the Hemporium is less like the tradi- 
tional head shop, where stoners browse 
amid black-light posters and water 
pipes, and more like a general store, 
offering the basic goods of everyday 
life — clothes, food, paper, toys — 
all made from hemp. 

Aside from off-the-rack apparel, 
the Hemporium features an on-site 
“fabric artist,” Gilbert, who will cus- 
tom-make garments of your fancy 
using 100 percent hemp fabric import- 
ed from China. The material, which 
comes in two weights, bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to linen, with its nat- 
ural color, abundance of slubs, and 
propensity toward wrinkling. The 
heavy-gauge hemp is stiff, making it 
better for outerwear like jackets and 
coats. The lighter gauge has a better 
drape for skirts, bathrobes, and even 
pajamas. 

So what's so great about wearing 
hemp? “The durability,” explains 
Gilbert. “The fact that it lasts twice as 
long as cotton is going to give the 
public a reason to demand it. Once 
the public demands it, we'll see dif- 
ferent weaves, like twill to make jeans.” 

Tailor-made hemp blazers run 
$150, and shirts from $40 to $50. The 
store also carries ready-made Stoned- 
Wear brand hemp/cotton shorts for 
$35, Hemp Colony blended shirts at 
$45.00, and House of Hemp 100 per- 
cent hemp hooded sweatshirts at $50. 

For the literarily inclined, the 
Hemporium also carries a variety of 


hemp paper, made in the U.S.A. from 


imported hemp fibers. Unlike wood 
pulp, hemp paper is estimated to last 
1,500 years without fading or deteri- 
oration. From Portland, Ore., comes 
Tree-Free Ecopaper, a hemp straw 
blend along the lines of a smooth 
newsprint. Evanescent Press, in Legget, 
Calif., produces luxurious hemp art 
papers on which it prints a 16-by-20- 
inch replica of the Declaration of 
Independence, for $23. (The original 
Declaration is on hemp paper too.) 

For health nuts, there is 100 per- 
cent hemp-seed oil, pressed from 
Indian hemp seeds. It’s the most 
polyunsaturated oil on the planet and 
runs $20 per 8.5-ounce bottle. Or, if 
youre feeling enterprising, you can 
get a 4-ounce bag of seeds for $3.95 
and squeeze out the oil yourself. 

For the devoted Deadhead on your 
list, there are tie-dyed hackysack balls 
made with hemp cloth and stuffed 
with hemp seeds for $12. A hempy 
green baseball cap will cost you $25 
—a small price considering your 
grandchildren might be wearing it 
someday. Slightly more subtle is the 
hemp hanky — natural colored, 
inscribed with its hemp content, and 
only $3. 

But the most intriguing item in the 
store is a hemp rug from China. It is 
produced in the traditional Chinese 
style, with the character ma ("hemp") 
emblazoned in jade green. A perfect 
meditation rug or a stylish doormat 
for $295. 

All the partners at the Cannabis 
Center and Hemporium are active in 
the hemp movement and offer one 
thing for free — information.

In the software department, Central 
Point, Norton, and Fifth Generation 
systems all sell fine programs that turn 
backing up PCs and Macs into a tooth- 
some task.

Where's the picnic? Barbara Plowman’s electron microscope captures the little things. 


DONT BUG ME 


By Hinde Newman 


AN FRANCISCO ARTIST Barbara 
Plowman has brought her com- 
bined knowledge of biology 
and photography to her work 
scanning electron micrographs. Part 
of an exhibition of the City College 
of San Francisco's Fort Mason Artists, 
Plowman will be exhibiting her elec- 
tron micrography photos of insects. 
Plowman likes this method of pho- 
tography because electrons have small- 
er wavelengths and give much greater 
resolution and depth of field than reg- 
ular photography. People have told 
her that her photos have given them 


a way to see something they've never 
seen before, the place between the 
invisible and our dimension. “These 
pictures show a variety and complexity 
which we too often smash,” Plowman 
says. 

Starting out as a biology student 
at UC Berkeley, Plowman had trou- 
ble with science: ‘T like science, but I 
wasn't very good at it.” She took some 
time off from Berkeley and decided 
to pursue art, At San Joaquin Delta 
College, Plowman studied interdisci- 
plinary art (video, photography, and 
writing). It was there she learned clas- 
sical photography skills. But a pho- 
tography show by a Berkeley gradu- 


ate student in physics got her excit- 
ed about electron micrography. “The 
work he showed was amazing. I 
thought to myself, ‘I can do that.’ ... 
But I wanted to do a more feminine 
version — artistic rather than scien- 
tific." She decided to transfer from the 
photography department at San 
Joaquin to.the electron microscopy 
department, which she says is one of 
the best in the country. 

While there, Plowman discovered 
different ways to use the microscope 
—changing the background, angles, 
magnification, composition — and 
when she started her work with insects,

something clicked. Now, for the first 
time, she is getting some recogni- 
tion for her work. Princeton teach- 
er/ photographer Emmet Gowin saw 
her work and something clicked for 
him too. Gowin's work (aerial pho- 
tography) is the antithesis of 
Plowman's , and she thinks that may 
be the reason he took a liking to her 
micrographs. Her work will be part 
of an educational exhibit at the 
Princeton visual arts department from 
Nov. 23 to Dec. 4. 

Plowman plans to continue pho- 
tographing insects under the micro- 
scope and is beginning to think of 
working with popcorn, flowers, 
leaves, feathers, and pollen. 

She says that a City College Fort

dously to get into the business side 
of art. “I might approach a few gal- 
leries, get my work out there.

Re HES 
TOYLAND

T ALL STARTED with toy roadkill 

—you know, those mangled toys 

you see abandoned on the road- 

side. Sculptor Wayne Zebzda 
came across a lot of them when rum- 
maging for art materials near his stu- 
dio: “At this dead-end street I would 
find toys that had been run over. The 
saddest-looking toy I found was a 
plaid homemade snake-like thing. 
And then there was this monkey that 
had been run over about a hundred 
times." 

One day Zebzda picked up an 
abandoned toy on his way to meet 
artist Matias Jaramillo fora beer. “We 
couldn't stop talking about how sad 
it was," Jaramillo said. The two artists 
started thinking about a way to recy- 
cle these once-loved toys and trans- 


form them into something that could 
be cherished again. The Toy Factory 
was the perfect solution. 

Zebzda and Jaramillo approached 
the nonprofit gallery Artspace with 
their idea. They wanted to put a big 
pile of broken, discarded toys in a 
workshop environment, complete 
with glue guns, saws, and sewing 
machines. They would invite Bay area 
artists — and any other interested 
folk —to come to the workshop and 
create sculptures from the old toys. 
Artspace loved the idea. This year

they are hosting their fifth annual 
Toy Factory. 

“The whole thing is about good 
spirit,” says Maureen Keefe, programs 
director of Artspace. The sculptures 
that are made are sold for anywhere 
from $2 to $20 — a steal when you 
consider some of the artists who par- 
ticipate. The money from the sales 
goes to the San Francisco Firefighters 
Toy Fund, and is used to buy new 
toys for homeless and underprivileged 
kids. Last year the Toy Factory made 
$1,200 which, according to Patty 
Coffey, events coordinator at the 
Firefighters Fund, buys about 4,000 
new toys. 

As it says on the flier, the Toy 
Factory is a place where “everyone is 
an artist.” And what better place to 
make an artistic debut than alongside 
well-known artists like David Ireland, 
Paul Kos, Tony Labat, and Irene 
Pijoan? To ensure that non-artists 
aren't intimidated, Zebzda says he 
and Jaramillo dress as ridiculously as 
possible. One year the two arrived in 
pajamas. “People start off tentatively 
but then really get swept up in it,” 
Zebzda says. “The toys really break 
people down. A business man will 
pick something up and say, 1 remem- 
ber having one of these.’ Next thing 
you know he's crawling across the 
table to grab something he can work 
with.” 

What do the sculptures end up 
looking like? Well ... Keefe admits 
some people do get “very sexual” when 
they let their imaginations run wild. 
And Zebzda says a few people have 
produced things like Siamese teddy 
bears or dolls with missiles going 
through their heads. Some of the 
sculptures do aspire to a higher aes- 
thetic. Zebzda remembers a giant 
wreath one artist made out of teddy 
bears. “It was really very beautiful,” 
he says. 

The Toy Factory has been known 
to impress even the most knowl- 
edgeable art connoisseurs. Last year, 
former Artforum editor Ida Panicelli 
was in town and snatched up about 
20 of the sculptures. Youcan see them 
displayed behind her desk in Woody 
Allen’s recent film Husbands and Wives.

DETOUR: THE REMAKE 


Edgar G. Ulmer’s 1945 film Detour is best known for its incredibly low budget and six- 
day shoot. Tom Neal stars as Al Roberts, the antihero who leams a typical film noir les- 
son in life: “Whichever way you tum, Fate sticks out a foot to trip you.” In this case, 
the “foot” goes by the name of Vera (Ann Savage), a woman with a past and a pow- 
erful secret that threatens to change Roberts’ life forever. Forty-six years later, Wade 
Williams has created a tribute to the original that brims with painstaking attention to 
detail. Williams shot his film in the same Arizona locale with the same-model camera, 
set dimensions, lighting, and lenses used in the 1945 version, and even went so far as 
to cast Neal's son as Roberts and to use the exact same ‘41 Lincoln convertible. Problems 
come with a couple of heavy-handed renovations: The ultra-bright color cinematogra- 
phy loses the eeriness of the original's black and white; and the actors’ B-movie acting 
style comes off forced and could even be misconstrued as parody.
